There is no thing to indicate that 
autho rities hav e any kno wledge 
o f his whereabo uts; (3) and, de­ 
spite v ario us repo rts, there is no 
definite info rmatio n that the 
kidnapers ev er hav e co mmuni­ 
cated with the Lindberghs since 
they sto le "the mo st famo us ba­ 
by in the wo rld” fro m his crib 
last Tuesday night. 
Co mplete info rmatio n o n the 
pro gress o f the hunt fo r the 
child was beco ming mo re diffi­ 
cult to o btain because o f an ap­ 
parent lack o f full details o n the 
part o f state po lice in who se 
charge the hunt is presumed to 
be. 
Altho ugh no man in recent 
y ears has been the recipient o f as 
much spo ntaneo us publicity as 
Co l. Lindbergh, he nev er has 
co urted it, no r has he cared fo r 
it. Under the present circum­ 
stances he has fo llo wed a po licy 
o f leav ing all dealings with the 
press to the state po lice, ex cept 
fo r the appeals fo r the return o f 
child which hav e been made o ver 
the 
jo int signatures o f Mrs. 
Lindbergh and himself. 
The brief anno uncement Sat­ 
urday , o ver the Lindbergh signa­ 
tures, that “Salv y ” Spitale and 
Irv ing Bitz had autho rity to act 
as go -betweens in nego tiatio ns 
fo r the baby ’s return, apparent­ 
ly was an actio n taken independ­ 
ent o f the autho rities, fo r the 
latter pro fessed igno rance o f the 
actio n. 
Spitale and Bitz hav e been 
lo o ked upo n as gang allies in 
the past. They were named by 
Jack (Legs) Diamo nd in a state­ 
ment ^o a newspaperman (which 
was published po sthumo usly ) as 
the men who sho t him do wn in 
the Mo nticello ho tel (New Yo rk) 
attack that nearly co st him his 
life. Spitale was questio ned late 
last y ear in co nnectio n with Dia­ 
mo nd's murder, but was no t 
held. 
Newspapers to day theo rized o n 
the significance o f the Lind­ 
bergh’s actio n in naming gang­ 
sters as go -betweens. So me o f 
them saw in the anno uncement 
an indicatio n that Co l. Lind­ 
bergh had heard directly fro m 
the 
abducto rs 
and 
that 
the 
naming o f Spitale and Bitz was 
the result o f such co mmunica­ 
tio n. 
This 
mo rning’s 
New 
Yo rk 
American said a co mmunicatio n 
"accepted as a valid message 
fro m the child’s capto rs” had 
reached the Lindberghs and that 
it gave assurance that "the baby 
is alive and safe.” 
Ho wever, early to day Captain 
J. J. Lamb o f the state po lice 
was asked: 
"Has any co municatio n pur­

thro ugho ut 
the day s o f search. 
A statem ent given by Spitale 
and Bitz to the New Yo rk Daily 
News to day said: 
"We were asked by a repre­ 
sentativ e o f Co l. Lindbergh to act 
fo r him in the ho pe that the 
kidnapers wo uld get in to uch 
with us. We haçl no ulterio r mo ­ 
tiv es in sacrificing o urselv es—be­ 
cause sacrifice it is—to aid the 
Lindberghs. We ho pe fo r no per­ 
so nal pro fit whatso ev er. 
"Further, we hav e no t been in 
co mmunicatio n with the kidnap­ 
ers, no r hav e they been in co m­ 
municatio n with us.” 
Spitale added: 
"As the father o f two children 
I to ld the representativ e o f the 
Lindbergh family that I was co n­ 
cerned with o nly o ne thing—to 
reco v er the child, alive and in 
go o d health. My o nly tho ught is 
that as a man o f my wo rd, my 
pro mise that I’ll play ball with 
the kidnapers insures them o f a 
square deal.” 
The naming o f Spitale and 
Bitz did no t clo se the do o r to 
any o ther metho d o f co mmunica­ 
tio n the kidnapers might prefer. 
"We will fo llo w any o ther m eth­ 
o d suggested by the kidnapers

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MODERN DAY SCHOOLS 
I The public high school as it ex ists today is 
¡distinctly American, and is of comparativ ely re­ 
cent dev elopment in the history of educational 
institutions. The first public high school was 
founded in the city of Boston in 1821. Today , 
approx imately eighteen thousand high schools 
throughout America are bringing educational op­ 
portunities within easy reach of more than two 
and one-half million boy s and girls. 
Prior to the dev elopment of the public high 
school the only training bey ond the elementary 
level was prov ided in the Latin Grammar 
Schools, during the period from 1635 to 17 50, and 
through the priv ate and religious academies dur­ 
ing the century from 17 50 and 1850. Since 1850 
the rise of the American High School has been 
rapid. Although founded originally to provide 
preparation for the college courses that led di­ 
rectly into professions, it has in the later decades 
broadened its course of study to meet the widely 
v ary ing and rapidly changing conditions of mod­ 
ern life. The high school has become the “peo­ 
ple’s college,” bringing within easy reach of every 
child the opportunity to train for a fuller life 
while at the same time dev eloping specific vo­ 
cational skills and abilities. 
The high school of a generation ago included 
only those pupils who ex pected to attend college. 
Today practically all the children of all the peo­ 
ple, regardless of v ocational interest are coming 
under tl^e influence of some high school. In or­ 
der to meet the needs of this increased enroll­ 
m ent the curriculum must be guaged in accord­ 
ance with the v ary ing interest and capacities of 
the larger group. A great modern educator has 
said: “It is the business of the school to teach 
the child to do better the things he is most 
likely to do any how.” In light of this principle, 
“The Secondary school program of studies must 
be conceiv ed and operated as to enforce, guide 
and direct the activ ities of the pupils both with­ 
in the school, and in relation to other educa­ 
tional activ ities in the community .” 
The high school of today is comparable to the 
college of y esterday .
